SHL Flu Testing Note: The State Hygienic Laboratory (SHL) is the primary laboratory in lowa characterizing

specimens for influenza surveillance. SHL reports the number of tests performed and the type and subtype/lineage of
positive tests to the influenza surveillance network daily. SHL also sends a portion of specimens to CDC for further

characterization.
